Dkak Sir:— I have rend wllh jrreat 
iuteieiit the Genealogical Meinorantla 
of the Quiaeiilx-rry family includiiiK 
the Cbenault and ollmr ptotieer fami- 
ne* that settled in Kentucky from 1783 
to 1790, suit aa late as 1803. Hy your 
nephew, Anderson (Jheuatilt Qtilseu- 
herry, of Waaliin)rton, I). C Kverv 
deoceudant of the early pioneer seltlera 
of Madieou and Clark couutv, who have 
descended from the Uuieeuberrya and 
Cheuaulta onRht to have a copy of audi 
an interesting history, which gives in 
detail the descent and origin of the 
various family connections of the 
0.uiaenberrys and Cheuaulls. Many ol 
the families mentioned in tbe work 
are the descendants of those persecu- 
ted French protestants, who fled from 
the South of France during the reign 
of Louis XIV. It has been estimated 
by Dr. Frances L. I lawks that fifty 
thousand French Huguenots settled in 
the American Colouies during the first 
ten years of the reigu of Louis XIV. 
In 1715 Le died after a bloody reign of 
70 years. In 1707 i.e. haws his confes- 
sion persuaded tbe King; to believe 
that liod would prolong his life if he 
would isF ue another order for putting 
to death every protesUnt family con- 
nected with the wine and salt trade of 
the South of French. In Bronage and 
Olenon a dozen proteetaut families had 
the monopoly of the trade in wine and 
salt. The wealth of Alencon passed 
through their hands, and in the city ol 
Itoueii, they carried ou au iinuiettce 
commerce, especially with the Dutch. 
Those uf Caen sold to the English and 
Dutch merchauts, the liuenaud woolen 
cloths manufactured in Norinaudy. li 
can be showu from history, that to the 
protestants France owes her commerce 
at lionieaux. La Kochelle, and the 
MorinauiMirts lu fact, nearly all the 
silk, cotton, liueu and paper manufact- 
urers were supported by them,and their 
tanneries at Touraine were lenowned 
throughout the whole of Europe. This 
magnificent prosiierity, uear the close 
of the reign of Louis was annihilated 
by the Lechaise, the Jesuit confession, 
who persuaded the King to believe 
that be was doing Uod a great service 
iu putting to a cruel death every here- 
tic in the South and West of France. 
England, Holland, Germany and the 
Ameiican Colonies all received the Hy- 
ing Huguenots, the uncultivated banks 
of the James river, in Virginia, were by 
these French refuges transformed iuto 
fields L-overed with rich harvest. All 
Virginia admired the nourishing slate 
of their model farms iu the environs ol 
Manuikin. lu ihe State of New York, 
the founders of New Kochelle, recoiled 
from no fatigue that might render pp>- 
ductive the virgin land on tbe shores 
of the Bast river. Men, women and 
children unceasingly labored uutil Ihey 
converted a wilderness iuto a suiiliug 
landscape, and in South Carolina they 
reared magnificent plantations on the 
banks of the Cooper. The agricultural 
colony ou the banks of the Santee sur- 
passed all others in the same province, 
although the refuges were unaccus- 
tomed to such labor. The revocation of 
the Edict of Nauti and other persecu- 
tions that were afterwards waged 
against the protestauts of Fiance, had 
their reaction iu the fearful attrocities 
of the French Revolution of 17H2. In 
conclusion I will state that among the 
descendants oi the Huguenots in Ken- 
tucky are the Hardius, the Jauuaries, 
the Brocketts, Deshas, l)i j irlietts, the 
Uuetranta, Cheuaulte, the Sallees and 
Kronauglis, who settled with the Lu 
Fontaines aud Maurys, near Freder- 
icksburg. Va., in 1711). Jolm Peter 
Sallie was the founder of the American 
branch, many of his descendants live iu 
Jessamine county, near Keene. No 
country has ever had better citizens Id 
it than the Huguenots and their de- 
scendants. The instances are rare in- 
deed, iu which one of that stock has 
beeu charged with crime before the 
tribunals of the country. Many hun- 
dreds of them are amoug the great men 
and womeu of our country, some are 
great theologians, .orators, judges, gov- 
ernors, generals and admirals, greater 
patriots never lived or died in defense 
of civil and religious liberty than the 
French Huguenots. Truly "l wrote to 
Dillard Hunter atsjul the other hook 
you loaned me.

Teachers' Institute. 

The Thirtieth Annual Session of the 
Madison County Teachers' Institute 
was held at the Caldwell High School 
building, August 7 11, with Prof. Al- 
fred Livingston, of Somerset.

lloti. John Young Brown spoke fer- 
vently at the anti-tioebel meeting held 
iu (jexiugton last Tuesday. He said: 

Fellow Democrats:— I have met to- 
day many earnest men. I see before 
me the comrades of the past; the grand- 
fathers and fathers and the sons-that 
party of JefTerson and Jacksoti in 
whose service I have (trowngray. (Ap- 
plause.) From the time I cast my first 
ballot until to-day I have never hesita- 
ted to support the ticket of my part, in 
an experience stretching back for more 
than the Bpan of an ordinary human 
life. To-day I refuse to do it. (Great 
applause.; One timid friend said to me, 
"Consider." I have considered, and I 
speak to you my matured resolution. 
He remarked, it may have some effect 
upon your future ambition. Gentle- 
men, Robert E. Lee said that the no- 
blest word in the English language 
was "duty." (Applause.) He said it 
in a letter that he wrote to his son, 
then a student at the military academy. 
He said, ponder that word, for it em- 
braces all the moral rules that God 
gave to men. "Duty." I ain before 
you this evening in obedience to the 
prompting of duty. (Applause.) We 
meet in an appropriate place— the 
Athens, justly called, of Kentucky. 
Your streets have'heen trodden by the 
feet and your halls have resounded 
with the eloquence of illustrious men. 
Clay, the Breckinridges, the Marshall*, 
the Menifees, the Prestons, Chief Jus- 
tice Robersou and a long line of others 
have given, contributed to the renown 
of our glorious and beloved old common- 
wealth. And if it be that the dead take 
heed of the living, this evening as those 
mightv shades in solemn procession 
move in their majestic march watch- 
ing interrestial affairs, in my mind's 
eye I see them beaconing to us and ap- 
proving the courage of Kentuckiaus 
(applause) who are here to do their 
duty to history, to the present, to their 
children and to their children after 
them to preserve self government. 

"GOVKRNM KNT A FARCE," 

Without that your government is a 
farce. Your constitution is a mockery. 
The name of Clay will go ringing down 
the ages, thousands of years from now, 
and like the great names that have 
come to us from Greece and Rome — 
what sentiment he expressed is it that 
has outlived all other sentiments. It 
is this, when he uttered the immortal 
sentiment, "I would rather be right 
than president.'' (Applause.) And the 
man that fails in his duty, the man 
that is forgetful of his duty iu this hour, 
in this critical hour of Kentucky his- 
tory, is unmindful of the results of the 
past, is reckless of the consequences of 
the future. The eternal preservation 
of liberty depends upon eternal vigi- 
lance. You must denounce and resist 
every encroachment upon your rights 
because the great isle of the time is 
strewn with the wrecks of the institu- 
tions of men that were ruined by the 
debauchery of their citizens. They 
were iudiffeteut to their rights.in their 
indifference to present policies rather 
than to eternal principles. (Applause.) 
You lately framed a constitution in 
Kentucky. Let me read you a section 
of it. Section 161: "The general as- 
sembly shall provide suitable means 
for depriving of office any person who 
to secure his nomination," mark you, 
"or election, has in his canvass or elec- 
tion, been guiltv of the unlawful use of 
money or other thing of value, or has 
been guilty of fraud, (applause) intim- 
idation, bribery or any other corrupt 
practices." (Applause.) "And he 
shall be responsible for acts done by 
others with his authority, or ratified by 
him." (Applause.) (This section was 
by request from the audience read the 
second time.) That is the present con- 
stitution of Kentucky. 

Is there a Geobel lawyer in Kentucky 
here or in the limits of the common- 
wealth, having the least self respect, 
that would be willing to-day to put his 
name to an opinion that the nominee of 
the late Louisville convention did not 
fall within the iuhabition of that section 
of the constitution? (Applause.) You 
will see that it says that the general 
assembly shall provide. Upon exami- 
nation of the laws 1 have found that 
the genertl assembly has not done ita 
duty. It has not provided for frauds 
except in elections. The law does not 
refer to fraud done iu nominations, but 
under the spirit of this constitution, 
under its honorable interpretation, un- 
der its application aa was intended, is 
there an honest man in Kentucky to- 
day, be he Republican, or Democrt, or 
prohibitionist, or populist, or what not, 
that can read that law, which is the su- 
preme law of your State, and say that 
had the legislature done its duty and 
passed the law that they were com- 
manded to pass by '.he constitution .thut 
even if this man were elected, any 
honest court in Christendom, under 
the evidence and under the proof, that 
men within twenty feet of me here cau 
furnish, but would not turn him out. 
(Applause.) 

These be no idle words that I speak 
to you. I speak in soberness, and iu 
earnestness, and in truth, and I speak 
to the manhood and dignity and the 
self-respect, to the love of self-govern-

If 
any one of you were called upon to pre- 
veut fraud in an election, in the con- 
vention, couid you make it broader or 
stronger or more comprehensive than 
it is now?

The man that tampers with the rights of 
the humblest citizen of this State in his 
vote, he is a public enemy ; he is worse 
than an assassin and the moral atmos- 
phere of every community would l>e 
purified if the scoundrel were made to 
put on the felon's stripes. (Applause. I 
I am not here to indulge invective. 
That is not argument. 1 am not here 
to blow interferred with even in respect 
to the horns, beat the drum — sound and 
Hurry signify nothing. I want to talk 
to sober, earnest men about serious 
acts and ask, how far can it go? 

SAFEUARD OK LIBERTY.
